Delivering his sermon 
upon a 
text suggested by Plocknorst, the 
German painter, in his painting, 
“The Good 
Shepherd,” the Rev. 
Edward Ii. Jones, pastor 
of 
the 
Gettysburg 
Presbyterian 
church, 
dwelt at length 
upon the meaning 
and the significance of the char­ 
acters in the painting. 
This ser­ 
mon on Sunday 
evening was the 
second in a series of four which 
the Rev. Mr. 
Jones is discussing 
this month. 
The next pictures to 
be explained are those portraying 
the last supper and the crucifixion. 
Choosing his text from St. John 
10:11, which reads, “I am the good 
shepherd; the good shepherd giveth 
his life for the sheep,” the Rev. Mr. 
Jones explained the 
qualities and 
character 
th a t 
are 
necessary to 
make a good shepherd. 
Work of Shepherds 
“Before considering the sermon 
proper, it is necessary 
to 
know 
about the life and activities of the 
shepherds found 
in 
the Oriental 
countries today,” Mr. Jones said. 
“If one were 
to 
visit 
Palestine 
now, it would be 
seen 
that 
the 
country is primarily pastoral and 
that the work of the shepherd is 
one of the most important. 
Upon 
seeing 
the 
shepherd 
care and 
protect his sheep, 
one can realize 
the close relationship 
that exists 
between them. 
It is not uncom* 
mon for a shepherd to bind 
the 
wounds, to feed and even to carry 
a crippled lamb as such is the pic­ 
ture given to us by 
the German 
vainter. 
Here it is Jesus who, as 
the shepherd, is holding 
one 
of 
the lambs, while the 
other 
m em ­ 
bers of the flock follow close by. 
“ Returning to the 
sermon, 
the 
good shepherd referred to in the 
text is Jesus Christ. 
As a shep­ 
herd, He owns His Sheep through 
the creation of man by the hand of 
God. 
We belong to Him because 
He has purchased us with His life. 
A good shepherd is not like a hire­ 
ling who 
gives 
himself 
out 
to 
hire and who is mainly selfish a t 
heart, many times failing in his 
trust to do the work for which he 
was hired. 
Greatest Shepherd 
“Christ also 
knows 
His sheep 
and He knows them by name. 
It 
should be a great 
joy 
for us to 
know that to 
Christ we are indi­ 
viduals and not 
merely 
members 
of a mob, with 
no one interested 
in us but a chain of acquaintances. 
As an illustration of the fact th at 
the sheep 
know 
the 
shepherd’s 
voice, the story 
is 
told 
of 
an 
Arabian, who during the war was 
in the pasture with His flock when 
a troop of Turkish 
cavalry 
a p ­ 
proached. 
Sensing the danger to 
his flock if the plundering soldiers 
found it, the 
shepherd 
called to 
his sheep and 
they, 
heeding the 
call, were led out of the reach of 
the Turks ju st in time. 
“Then, too, 
the good 
shepherd 
will provide food for 
his 
sheep. 
As was the case of Jesus, He not 
only supplied 
earthly 
food 
but 
also spiritual nourishment that a p ­ 
peased the hunger of humanity as 
nothing else could do. 
Also, a 
good shepherd m ust be able to lead 
his flock and go 
before 
them, in 
order to clear the way of dangers 
that may be 
lurking 
along 
tho 
path. 
Jesus 
has been such 
a 
leader, since He went before, ta s t­ 
ing hardships and living so 
th a t 
we may follow His steps with se­ 
curity and safety. 
Greatest Love 
“ Last of all, probably the g re a t­ 
est duty of the shepherd is to be 
ready 
to give 
his life 
for 
his 
flock. 
Here 
perhaps is the best 
picture of Christ 
as a shepherd. 
It was Ho who gave His life on 
Calvary’s tree to redeem humanity. 
This, too, is the greatest sacrifice 
of love, for no love is greater rn 
man than that one which prompts 
him to lay down his life for his 
brother.”
